Chemical  analyses  by  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories 
were  made  in  August  last  year  on  (i)  the  normal  chalk  water 
source  and  (ii)  the  new  lower  greensand  water,  the  former  showed 
no  material  change  from  earlier  analyses,  and  there  is  nothing 
abnormal  to  mention,
